rushed to the place and found that many shops were ablaze 
and fire was spreading very fast to the other shops in the 
area. With the assistance of his men and other civilians, he 
organised a chain upto the river Teesta. for getting water for 
extinguishing the fire. With the resources available with him, 
Major Nanaiah successfully fought the fire and brought ii 
under control at about 1515 hours. But for his courage and 
prompt action, the fire would have spread causing serum - 
loss of life and properly.

24th June and 2nd July, 1969, he led his men and succeeded 
in capturing three more hostiles. Again, on the night of 
2nd/3rd July, 1969, 2/Lt. Joshi got information about the 
presence of a hostile leader In a village. He immediately 
proceeded to the village with only 3 ORs. He posted the 
Other Ranks around the house of the hostile and went inside 
the house alone and secured the surrender of the hostile. On 
another ocacsion, the officer was able to secure the surrender 
of another underground hostile leader. 

Throughout, 2$Lt. Purshotam Joshi displayed courage, 
determination and leadership.
